There were 
myriads of Hoosiers around the executive 
mansion all day. 
First Messrs. Kriseley, 
Durbin, Throckmorton, Chambers, Huston, 
Sills, Tackett, Studebaker, and J. B. Coch­ 
ran, Presidential electors from Indiana, 
called upon the President and wrere re­ 
ceived with groat cordiality. 
Upon the

showed the callers through the house, and 
they spent a large part of tho forenoon 
with the family. Another party, composed 
in part of Harry Adams, Dan Ransdale, 
Messrs. Leonard, Hawkins, and other well­ 
known Hoosiers, called and were given a 
similar greeting. 
There was a constant stream of callers a- 
the White House all day. 
President H art 
rison said at dinner in the evening that he 
had probably shaken the hands of eight 
thousand persons since daylight. 
It was a 
hard but a pleasant day’s work. 
Tho 
Seventieth Indiana regiment, tho Presi­ 
dent's boys, were among the first to call, 
and Mrs. Harrison and Mrs. McKee came 
down into the east parlor to assist in re­ 
ceiving them. 
After each one had been 
given a warm and friendly handshake 
President Harrison did them the honor to 
ask that they should stand at his back and 
about him and support him throughout his 
reception. 
It was a splendid sight. 
The 
grim veterans who stood by their com­ 
mander in many a battle supported him in 
the new position they helped him to gain. 
The boys were in the presence of tho Presi­ 
dent over two hours. 
The parting was ono 
which gave evidence of devotion on both 
sides. 
For awhile in tho afternoon tho crush of 
visitors became so great that it was neces­ 
sary to close tho doors at the White House 
in order that the delegations might be re­ 
ceived with order.

Her father was a school­ 
teacher, and for a few years of her early 
life she assisted him in the school. 
At the 
ago of 25 she began literary work, and 
from that time on her industry was remark­ 
able. 
Her chief work is the “History of 
the City of New York,” first published in 
I Sod, but since enlarged and brought 
i down to 1880. 
Miss Booth translated 
{ many works from the French, among 
them Mery’s “Andre Chenier,” Abott’s 
“King of the Mountains,” Cousin’s “Se­ 
cret History of the French Court,” Henri 
Martin’s “History of France,” in seven­ 
teen volumes, and Laboulaye’s “ Fairy 
Tales.” 
In 1867, when Harper's Bazar 
was founded, she became its editor, and 
held the position until her death. 
During 
the war she published translations of the 
writings of French sympathizers with tho 
North on tho subject of the rebellion, in 
which work she was encouraged by Lin­ 
coln, Sumner, and other Northern states­ 
men. 
She was a correspondent of many 
noted Frenchmen, and her home was a 
favorite resort of the literary people and 
artists of New York.

The Kansas senate has passed the bill 
to prevent tiuste, combinations 
and 
pools, and it becomes a law. It provides 
thai all air&npen>tnts, contacts, agree­ 
ments, trusts or combinations between 
persons or corporations made with a view 
or which t e e d to prevent full and free 
competition in the importation or trans­ 
portation of articles imported into this 
Btete, cr in the product, manufacture cr 
sale of domes.to taw material, or for the 
use of money or to fix attorney fees and 
all arrangements, trusts or combinations* 
designed or which tend to advance the 
cost to the consumer of any such articles, 
or which tend to advance or control the 
rate of interest for the loan or use of 
money to the borrower, are declared to be 
against public policy, unlawful and void, 
The bill provides a penalty of imprisor- 
ment and a fine not to exceed SI,000 for 
violation. 


The Lth r.-o^rss has done some 
things well worth nim inhering and 
many that the chantry would be glad to 
forget. Its first session will be memo­ 
rable as the longest on record. 
The 
greatest length of time has been spent in 
discussing the tariff blit and the snbsti 
tate for it, Lut by far the most important 
piece of legislation acojmplished has 
bien the admission of four new states* 
O.her importanf|laws passed include the 
Chinese Exclusive Act, elevation of the 
bead of Department of Agriculture to 
the rank of a cabinet officer, and the ap­ 
propriation of the biggest sum ever set 
aside for river and harbor improvements. 
In connection with this it msy be coted 
that President Cleveland bas established 
beyond a peradventure his claim to the 
title of vetoer par excellence. 
In bis 
four years he has vetoed no less than 278 
measures—157 more than all his prede- 
oesssora taken together. 


A telegram from Indianapolis says that 
J. M. Taylor, assistant chief operator in 
the Western Union Kit graph office of 
that city, made a curious and interesting 
discovery while looking over the effects 
of sn uncle who Lsd died msDy years 
ago.

After the Presidential party had 
left the house for the capitol in the morn­ 
ing Mrs. Cleveland took a carriage for the 
residence of Secretary Fairchild, where she 
remained during the day. 
Never before 
has she failed in courtesy in any respect 
and has observed all of the conventionali­ 
ties with the most rigorous fidelity. There 
fore her neglect of Mrs. Harrison upon the 
last day of her husband’s administration is 
all the more the subject of remark. 
Ex-President Cleveland has leased Oak 
view, his summer residence, to Mr. Bailey 
of this city, who will reside there during 
the coming summer. 
The price at which 
the property has been leased will pay a 12 
per cent dividend on the investment, which 
furnishes a good reason for not selling it. 
although a number of lucrative offers have 
been received. 
Mrs. Cleveland hopes some 
day to be able to reside at Oakview per­ 
manently and has been telling her friends 
during the last days of the administration 
that she expects to make Washington her 
home after the President has accumulated 
a sufficient sum of money to support him 
as an ex-President should live. 
Most of 
the pets and domestic animals, including 
the dogs, will remain npon tho place. 
The 
horses will be shipped to New York for the 
use of tho family over there.

D rie d F ru its . 
Tho industry of drying aud “evaporat­ 
ing” fruit in these days is of infinitely 
greater magnitude than it was in the days 
when our mothers used to pare, “quarter 
and core” and string up apples by passing 
a cotton cord through tho pieces with a 
darning needle and hang tho festoons 
about the kitchen and arouud tho stove- 
pq>e in an upper room; or when in summer 
raspberries and ouirfants ^rere exposed to 
the sun ip plates and tho drying process 
finished oh papers or clean boards. 
Ope of 
tho greatest centers of the dried-fruit in­ 
dustry to-day is Rochester, N. Y. 
Within 
a radius of forty miles from tho city there 
are over 1,500 evaporators in operation, 
with capacities varying from twenty-five 
bushels to I.OOO bushels per day. 
During 
tho fall nnd early winter about JO, OOO 
people are employed in these establish 
monts, earning from $5 to $12 a week. 
The product during 1887 was about 30,- 
000,000 pounds of dried apples alone, re­ 
quiring 5,OOO,OOO bushels of apples, and 
the drying process took 15,000 tons of coal. 
Each IOO pounds of apples yields about 
twelve pounds of dried fruit. 
The parings 
and cores are used bs tho basis of apple 
jellies, so that pd fruit is wasted. 
Great 
quantities of dried apples are shipped to 
Europe every year.

Reading, Pa., March 6. —-Announcement 
is made here of the failure of the Reading 
iron works in this city, who own blast 
furna.es, rolling, sheet* tube, and pipe 
mills, forges and machine shops, employ­ 
ing in ad over 2.500 hands. 
The firm has 
given notice of the suspension of its pay­ 
ments and called a meeting of its creditors 
to be held at the Philadelphia office of the 
company next Thursday afternoon. 
It is 
one of the largest eetablishments of its 
kind||in America, and dispenses in wages 
in this city every year over $1,000,000. 
The first judgment against the company 
was by the Reading railroad company for 
$140,000. 
The came of the failure is gen­ 
erally attributed to the stringent condi- 
titti of the iron trade. 
P h il a d e l p h i a , 
March 
6.—President 
Colt, of tho Reading Iron-Works Com­ 
pany, when seen at the office of the com­ 
pany in this city, admitted that the com­ 
pany had suspended payment, but declined 
to make any statement of assets and lia­ 
bilities. 
it was said that a list of the cred­ 
itors is now being prepared. 
Many of the 
stockholders of the company are Philadel­ 
phians. 
A director of the company said that at a 
meeting to be held Thursday creditors 
will be asked to take stocks or bonds in 
exchange for theii claims. 
He added that 
unless this was done tho company would be 
forced to liquidate and the creditors would 
then get little. 
The company has issued 
$250,000 first mortgage and $150,000 sec­ 
ond mortgage bonds. 
In addition to this 
there is $500,000 of preferred stock and

The floating debt is 
said to be heavy. 
The liabilities are said to be about $1,- 
000,000. 
Of this $600,000 consists of fun­ 
ded debt, and the balance, $400,000, (is 
due to various parties, mostly for material 
purchased at various times.

He was born in Pennsylvania in 
1830, and on attaining his majority re­ 
moved to Maine and became an editor. 
Here be served four years in tho Legisla­ 
ture, two of them as speaker of tho House, 
and in 1862 was elected to Congress, serv­ 
ing until 1876, and tieing speaker of the 
Housetfrom 1869 to 1874. 
In 1876 and in 
1880 no was a prominent candidate] for 
President. 
He was elected to the Senato 
in 1877. 
He served as Secretary of State 
in Garfield’s Cabinet, retiring upon his 
death. 
In 1884 he was nominated for 
President, but was defeated by Grover 
Cleveland. 
Again in 1888 he was urged 
for the place, but against his wishes. 
William Windom, Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury for a second time, was born in Ohio in 
1827. 
He was ad­ 
mitted to tho bar and 
became 
Prosecuting 
Attorney in his native 
State, and in 1853 
removed to 
Minne­ 
sota, where ho was 
elected to the Thirty - 
sixth and tho four 
s u b s e q u e n t

born fifty-eight years ago in

Governor Lace D ecides A gainst the E lec­ 
tric Gang—D isclosures Prom ised. 
L a n s in g , Mich., March fi.—Gov. Luce 
has decided, after carefully studying the 
points raised in the electric sugar case, that 
he would not revoke the extradition war­ 
rants. 
Mrs. Friend, with Howard and 
Halstead, will therefore be sent back to 
New York for trial on the indictments of 
defrauding the Electric Sugar company 
and Lawson M. Fuller. 
A n n A r b o r, Mich., March 6.—Olive E. 
Friend, Howard and the electric sugar-re­ 
fining conspirators left for New York 
last night in custody of four detectives. 
They broke completely down when the 
news of Gov Luce’s decision reached them, 
and claimed that their last hope of justice 
was gone when they had to leave Michi­ 
gan. 
They threaten to make disclosures 
that will implicate Cotterill and others. 


Two Vetoes from Gov. H ovey—The State 
Treasury Em pty. 


I n d ia n a p o l i s , 
Ind., March 
6,—Gov. 
Hovey sent a veto measure to the House 
stating his objections to the bill providing 
for the election of three trustees for each 
of the benevolent institutions, and a few 
moments later he returned the State house 
custodian bill to the Senate without his ap- 
I proval. 
He took the ground that the 
Legislature had no right to elect these otll- 
I rials. Both measures were promptly passed 
j over the veto. 
The Senate passed tho fol 
lowing bills: Making the sale of tobacco to 
any person under sixteen years of age un­ 
lawful; making eight hours a day’s work 
upon lall public works; requiring that all 
judicial executions shall be performed at 
the State prisons except in cases where 
persons aro now under sentence of death; 
empowering county commissioners to pay 
$35 toward the burial expenses of indigent 
ex-soldiers; creating a superior court in 
Elkhart county, and making it unlawful to 
pipe natural gas out of the State. 
No 
measure of importance passed the House. 
The bill prohibiting the piping of natural 
gas out of the State, and which now wants 
only the approval of tho Governor to be­ 
come a law, is really aimed at the Standard 
Oil company. 
Several Senators and Representatives 
were in the treasurer’s office this morning 
when that official arrived. 
One suggested 
that he wanted some money, an I the treas­ 
urer had better unlock the safe. 
“ No use 
unlocking,” said the official, “for there 
isn't 
a 
dollar 
in 
it.” 
The visi­ 
tors at first 
supposed 
the treasurer 
was 
joking, but 
he soon convinced 
them of his earnestness. 
He said that the 
general fund had been entirely exhausted, 
and ha could not pay any more warrants 
till it was replenished by the May settle­ 
ment, some of which would come in possi­ 
bly in April, as a few of the counties gen­ 
erally advance the amount. 
A number of 
legislators have no money with which to 
pay board, and there has been many a 
“ borrow” during the day.

P ittsburg, March 6.—Col. Andrews, of 
the Atlantic & Pacific Railroad Company 
(Eads’ Tehauntepec Ship Railway), has re­

M arq u ette, Mich., March 6.—The news 
that Cleveland signed the Marquette & 
Ontonagon land-grant forfeiture bill ten 
minutes before going out of office causes 
the wildest 
rush among homesteaders. 
First settlers and other contestants have 
been congregating hore for two months, 
fighting in the courts and otherwise for 
their claims. 
Now they are gfailing over 
each other to get on the land first.

L ansing, Mich., March 6.—The Senate 
spent most of Tuesday’s session in wrang­ 
ling over a joint resolution providing for 
the settlement of claims of two oleomar­ 
garine manufacturing firms whose plants 
were rendered worthless by the act passed 
two years ago.

H err Otto E hler’t Successful A ttem pt to 
Ascend the Killina-NJaro. 
The Kolniche Zeitung has received a let­ 
ter dated Moschi, Nor. 24, from Herr Otto 
E. Ehlers, in which he announces the suc­ 
cessful ascent of the Kilima Njaro. 
Herr 
Elders bad started on a journey into the 
interior of Africa shortly hefore the out­ 
break of the rising on the east coast, and 
grave apprehensions were entertained as to 
his safety. 
However, those fears have now 
been dispelled by the receipt of the letter, 
which is to Le the forerunner of a more de* 
tailed report, and in the most interesting 
part of 
which 
Herr 
Ehlers 
states: 
“.Shortly 
after 
I 
had 
closed 
my last 
letter 
to 
you 
I 
received 
the news that Dr. Meyer’s caravan had 
been annihilated, and that he himself was 
at Zanzibar, intending to return to Europe. 
I consequently resolved to undertake the 
ascent of the Kilima-Njaro without him, 
but with th J assistance of Dr. Abbott, the 
American naturalist, who has been explor­ 
ing this part of the country during the 
past year. 
While Mr. Johnston, Count 
Teleki, and Dr. Meyer attempted to reach 
the summit from the east side I chose the 
northern slope as my field of operation, 
and with complete success, for I was able, 
the first, to set my foot on tho ice dome of 
the mountain. 
I cannot give you the 
exact height until the instruments used 
have been examined by competent banda; 
but I have reached an altitude of over 20,- 
000 feet, while my companion broke down 
at 16, 500 feet and had to give up the race. 
At a height of over 16,000 feet we found 
traces of elephants, buffaloes, and ante­ 
lopes. 
I have also secured some birds and 
beetles, a rather exhaustive collection of 
the flowers, grasses, lichens, and mosses 
growing in the several regions of the 
mountain, besides bringing back a pain­ 
fully burned face, frozen hands, cracked 
lips, and swollen eye lids; in short I present 
, a sorry spectacle. 
These few words must 
suffice for to day; the fuller report will, I 
hope,follow soon, without meeting with an 
accident on its road, which is probably in a 
disturbed state. 
It would be foolhardy to 
try and return to tho coast now and I shall 
remain for tho present here, where I feel 
perfectly safe. 
I shall undertake some 
further smaller expeditions, and wait until 
the condition of things on tho coast has im­ 
proved.’ 1

versa, b u t it w as too late to help it now . 
She supposed that the pain of her w o u n d ­ 
ed finger 
had m ade h er stupid. 
It was 
done as we do m ost stu p id th in g s—in a 
hurry. 
O f course she should send fiv6 
other h u ndred to L ouis. 
As for G eorgi­ 
na, she could not be m ade to give up hcv 
prize at this date. 
A nd Mrs. C anline re ­ 
solved to p lay the generous and affection 
ate parent.
